Catherine (Kitty) Burdick Farr, only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Henry O. Farr, Douglas

David Eaton, at a ceremony in Timothy Eaton Memorial Church, Toronto, on Saturday, 
June 27, at 4:00 p.m. Dr. C. Andrew Lawson, Minister of the Church, officiated. 

The bride's gown was an original creation (by Albere) in white silk chiffon over the 
palest pink chiffon. The bodice was intricately designed of hand-pleated chiffon with por¬ 
trait neckline and tiny cap sleeves. A high-waisted effect was created with diagonal insets 
of the pleated chiffon which fell into gentle folds at the waistline, to form a great sweep 
of skirt with cathedral train. A crown of seed pearls and rhinestones held the bride’s 
finger-tip veil of tulle illusion and she carried an arrangement of white spray orchids. 

The bride’s only ornament was a diamond and platinum locket and chain set with a minia¬ 
ture of Sir John Craig Eaton, the bridegroom’s grandfather, which was a gift from Lady 
Eaton, his grandmother. 

All white flowers decorated the church with roses, candidum lilies, delphinium and 
caladium, with banks of tall cibotium fern. The church portals, flanked with the pale 
green fern, made an enchanting entrance as the 500 guests assembled for the ceremony. 
Guest pews were marked with specially crafted pockets of lacy white metal filigree filled 
with white roses. Tall standards held arrangements of lilies and delphinium at the chancel 
steps, and the choir loft was edged with a hedge of white caladium. 

For the reception the Granite Club ballroom was adorned with pink and white flowers 
to carry out the theme of the wedding. The bride’s table was decorated with arrangements 
of pink roses, tall standards throughout the room held pink and white gladioli, carnations, 
roses, clarkia and delphinium. 

Leaving for a honeymoon in Europe, the bride changed to a coat dress in summer tweed 
of turquoise flecked with royal blue, a small Milan straw cap and black patent accessories. 
The bridal couple will return to their summer cottage in Georgian Bay before taking up 
residence in Cambridge, Mass., where Mr. Eaton will continue his studies at Harvard 
University.

They were presented to my dad, Col. J. W. O’Grady, by the Bank 
of Montreal in Chicago when he left to come to Winnipeg in 1906. The cuff links were 
made from old Roman gold coins—a very unique gift.”
